of the last congress.

in the campaign which ensued in democratic victories. 


The president got what he wanted in the matter of 


Canadian reciprocity and he was very glad to approve 
the drastic campaign publicity bill, which he had urged 
in an earlier time. The democrats began by wiping 
out Cannonism and the worst of standpat abuses in 
the organization and legislative procedure in the house. 
They framed a tariff revision program and put it up 
to the president embodied in bills pressed through the 
legislative chambers. Their promises were redeemed 
and they can go into the next campaign upon a record 
of achievement. The president vetoed the tariff meas- 
ures and the joint statehood bill and was finally able 
to sign a second statehood bill with the feature which 
provoked his exercise of the executive prerogative left 
out.

The Arizona-New Mexico statehood bill with the 


judiciary recall feature eliminated from the Arizona 
constitution has become a law. 
There is no doubt 


that Arizona will ratify the measure and that both ter- 
ritories in due time will come into full sisterhood with 
the states of the Union. That the people will abandon 
their desire to incorporate in their organic law a pro- 
vision for the recall of judges is not probable, and in. 
doubt as soon as the rather cumbersome machinery b;\ 
which a state constitution must be'amended, if at all 
the feature that President Taft forced congress to ctv 
out of the enabling bill will be restored.

The territory covered by the 
wires 


supported by these poles is a net- 
work of steam and intcrurban rail- 
ways, necessitating a great difference 
in the length of the spans.
